Glenn

Praises Flappers 
“ I’d rather be a flapper than a 
flopper,” he 
>aid, addressing the 
seniors and juniors present. Wom­ 
en are not the fainting kind any 
more, for fainting has gone out of 
style. Girls today are better look­ 
ing, happier and 
healthier than 
they used to be, he declared, with 
witty illustrations that convulsed 
tile audience. 
Hen vs. Eagle 
The hen, not the eagle, ought to

Advice—Keep Alive 
He urged the young people to 
fight to 
keep their

“ When you are satisfied, 
you may as well send for the cor­ 
oner.” It is deadly to lose interest 
in life, in one’s self or what is go­ 
ing on in the world, he warned; 
and there comes a time in one’s 
life when he must fight off leth­ 
argy and again go full speed ahead 
mentally. 
Danger in Colleges 
Mr. Bennett warned the young 
people against the weakening the­ 
ories of life they would likely meet 
in college. A human being is like a 
ship th at is going somewhere; im­ 
agination his searchlight; 
defol­ 
iation his engine; his conscience 
j e captain—“the invisible man— 
the power you have of standing at 
the 
wheel* directing 
your 
own 
destiny. 
Do not anybody in the 
university tell 
you, you 
are not 
m aster in some degree over your 
own destiny! 
To believe in themselves, was the 
final 
appeal to the 
graduates— 
their teachers, parents and friends 
believed—even prayed— for them. 
They have the power to attack and 
solve the problems pressing upon 
humanity, if they only know it. 
'p ie Principal, Mr. V. I. Brown, 
rose to tell of the joy of watch­ 
ing those 40 
young folks grow 
physically, intellectually and mor­ 
ally

To have given the taxpayers just 
one day in each township to make 
their complaints against their 1930 
tax assessments, makes the whole 
1930 tax assessment invalid, in the 
opinion of John O. Rees, director 
of the joint commission on real 
estate valuation appointed by An­ 
ton Cermak when president of tile 
County board, to 
investigate in­ 
equalities in taxation. 
Taxpayers in 
Barrington, Elk 
Grove and Hanover townships had 
just last Tuesday, June IO, to make 
their complaints; in Maine, N orth­ 
field, Norwood Paik and Palatine, 
just Wednesday, June 17; Schaum­ 
burg, W heeling and Niles, yester­ 
day only. 
This was not fair and nor legal 
opportunity for taxpayers to make 
their complaints, according to the 
following statement by Mr. Bees: 
“In view of the fact that it would 
ae a physical impossibility for Va of 
I per cent of the property owners 
in th** country towns and* *4 of I 
per cent of the property owneis of 
Chicago to tile complaints upon the 
days given, no one can claim seri­ 
ously that a reasonable opportun­ 
ity to tile complaints is being giv­ 
en by the board of assessors. Fail­ 
ure to give reasonable opportunity 
to exercise the specific right of fil­ 
ing complaints threatens the val­ 
idity of the assessment roll. Per­ 
sistance in denying the legal rights 
of taxpayers will be* a plausible, 
and under certain conditions, a val­ 
id reason for not paving the 1930 
taxes.” 
“It is governmental suicide to 
flirt with a violation of due pro­ 
cess of law in order to force this 
tax collection within seven months 
of the 1929 tax.” 
Mr. Rees referred to 
the fact 
that the “board of review made 
and broadcast a finding that build­ 
ing assessments are 25 per cent too 
high.” 
About $1,000,000 in 1929 taxes 
and penalties were 
paid 
at the 
County Treasurer’s office Monday, 
it being the last day before the sec­ 
ond penalty of one per cent. 
This 
leaves about $117,000,000 
of 1929 
taxes still unpaid; about $159,000,- 
000 paid to date. 
About $50,000,- 
000 of 1928 taxes are 
still delin­ 
quent. 
The board of assessors will make 
no changes on their books as a re­ 
sult of these limited hearings, it 
was announced, and have been foot­ 
ing the books already. 
To change. 
the valuations 
which taxpayers 
claim unjust could mean extra cler­ 
ical labor when the assessors are 
already behind schedule, was the 
reason given out. 
Explaining 
further. 
Assessor 
John E. Traeger said, “We will hear 
the complaints, and where we think 
it justified, order our field force to 
make a second investigation of the 
properties involved. 
If their find­ 
ings bear 
out the complaints, we 
, will recommend to the board of re­ 
view that it change the assessments 
1 in making its 
revision. 
The re- 
i viewers have promised 
to receive 
i our recommendations and make the 
| changes.” 
Whether taxpayers’ complaints 
made this week will get much more 
consideration from the Board of 
Review is problematical, according 
; to tax experts, for the reviewing 
board will likely be swamped with 
I complaints made 
direct to them, 
and the complaints made now may 
be overlooked.

KILLED BY GAS

Lynn J. Richards, 56, cashier of 


j the United State Bank of Crystal 
I Lake, closed a few days ago by 
! the State Auditor, was found dead 
j Tuesday in the rear seat of his car, 
j on the Union road, a mile west of 
! Crystal Lake. 
The car had been 
I jacked up on the side of the road, 
evidently on account of a tire which 
was flat; it appeared that Richards 
! had been killed by carbon monoxide 
1 gas from the exhaust. 
He was reported last seen about 
three o’clock the 
day before in 
< Crystal Lake, when he left appar­ 
ently for his farm north of town; 
and was 
reported 
missing that 
night. 
Mr. Richards had been at one 
time treasurer of McHenry county, 
and had lived in Crystal Lake for 
a score or so of years. 
The bank in Crystal Lake had 
been closed for an investigation of 
declining revenue. 
Deposits were 
about $807,000; loans outstanding 
about $768,853; 
capital, $75,000; 
surplus, $50,000.

Repeal of the law adopted about 
two years ago requiring residents 
of the country towns of Cook coun­ 
ty to register before voting was 
passed by the state senate Tues­ 
day. 
This law of which repeal is 
sought is supposed to work a dis­

Further action was 
then up to the house. Advocates of 
the hill see in it a way to reduce 
the size of ballots, and also avoid 
confusion of national issues with 
state and local.

The presence of 
the Skinner grave vvas (previously 
unknown to the chapter; as a re­ 
sult of information they received on 
this occasion, 
they 
contemplate 
making arrangements to place a 
similar monument upon it. 
Present in uniform 
were four 
past commanders of Mt. Prospect 
post, No. 1337, Veterans of For­ 
eign Wars; Mess!s. Arthur Flesch, 
Paul Holste, John Gerken and Dud­

Girl Scouts, Troops I and 2, as well

The speaker of the day vvas the 
Rev. H. A. Kossack of the Arling­ 
ton Heights Presbyterian church. 
It is pleasing to know that people 
outside of our communities are in­ 
terested in it because of soldiers of 
the Revolutionary wTar buried here, 
Mr. Kossack said. 
In this pioneer 
cemetery there 
were 
burials as 
j early as 1836—95 years ago. 


I 
Of the wars in American history 
the Revolution means the most, Mr. 
Kossack continued. 
Its real begin­ 
nings were when the Pilgrims, 
Puritans and others 
came across 
the sea, forsaking the home lands, 
i making homes in the 
wilderness 
that they might 
enjoy 
religious 
freedom. 
The Revolutionary 
w’ar 
was not one of hatred for the Moth­ 
er Country, he declared, but was a 
struggle for the principle of free­ 
dom of speech and of conscience. 
“It was only when oppression be­ 
c a m e unbeaiable that the sons and 
daughters of the Mother Country 
decided to throw off the yoke of op­ 
pression. 
It vvas not a conflict of 
one nation against 
another, but 
one of principle.” They were there 
to honor the memory of those w ho 
w'ent into the fight, to sacrifice to 
establish a republic in which there 
would be no crown, no autocracy, 
but the right of conscience, free­ 
dom of speech and of the press. Be­ 
hind that great war, and behind all 
social upheavals has been the hand 
of Providence, Mr. Kossack assert­ 
ed. 
On that altar of liberty was 
kindled a fire that more and more

Y e a r s a g o a truck that 
looked something like a 
fire engine may have thun­ 
dered up to your home. 
One of the drivers would 
. have run a long hose into 
the house. There would have been great 
excitement—but no fire. The truck belonged 
to a "housecleaning company’’-—offered pio­ 
neer vacuum cleaning service to homes in 
northern Illinois. 


Efficient as this service was, it did not become 
popular. So twice a year in most homes the 
carpet beater came off its peg in the attic. Rugs 
were hung over clotheslines and punished. The 
whole family took turns pounding, until backs 
ached and hands blistered. Pictures were stripped 
from walls; floors and woodwork were scoured; 
furniture was shrouded with sheets. Hasty 
meals were snatched from the kitchen table. 
The ordeal lasted a week—recurred every spring 
and fall. Between seasons, the broom and the 
carpet-sweeper stood at attention behind the 
closet door. And a feather duster was always 
ready to remove the dust they stirred up from 
the whatnot with its colored shells and 
World’s Fair souvenirs. 


When electric lights first came to northern 
Illinois, cleaning became more important. It 
was easier to see into corners and under the side­ 
board.
